The Exploits of the Great Viriatus, his ſeves 
ral Vittortes over the Romans, with his laſt 
Adttions, Death, and place of Burial. 


1. HE Renowned Viriatus, who as has been faid, 
eſcap'd from the Maſlacre, committed by 
Galba 1n ' the three Vallies, was a Lu/itanian withour 
the mixture of any other Nation. Some. Authors fay, 
he was a common Robber, others will have him a Car- Viriarus 
rier, others a Sheperd, and laſtly, others. fay, he went þ:s 0rigis 
through all theſe mean Employments. Whatſoever »a!- 
he was before, at the time that Ga/ba offered Peace to 
the Luſitanians, and / Murdered fo many in Cold Blood, 
he was one of them: that were willing to hearken to his 
Propoſals,and made his elcape trom the Slaughrer. His | 
mind burning with defire of Revenge, as ſoon as he 
heard that Galba was departed, hereturned to the place 
of the Maſſacre, where cauſing his Companions to 
thruſt rheir Hands into the yer freſh wounds of ſome 
Maidens, they ſwore by their Souls, not to deſiſt from 
ſeeking Revenge as long as they were able ro bear 
Arms. "This done, Vir:arus ranging throughout Lu/i- 
tania,ſtirred up the People, raiſed a good Body of Men, 
and breaking into Carperrania deitroy'd all as he wen, 
and returned home with a rich Boaty. Then he cauſed 
his followers to reiterate the Oath they had raken, Sa-

e Prztor thus ſhut up within his Works, Vi-iarus 
enter'd ndaluzia, and fummoned Utica, which was 
kept by  ftrong Reman Garriſon, who anfwered hin 
with Scorn, calling him Robber. He, the better to 
compaſs his Revenge, marched away in great haſte, as 
it he had fled, certain Troops of Horſe, ſent frony the 
City, purſuing him in the Re: whom he, withour 
aalting, repulſed ; and fo they returned to their Garri- 
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ſon : But in the Dead of the Night he marched back ; 
and crojung ſeveral Valleys, diſtance from the City, he 
left his Foot in an Ambulcade, himfelt, with the Horte,

Spring coming on, all Luſitania was full of War- 
like Preparations, Vir:atus marched againit the Con- 
ful, who had beſteged the Ciry of Eri/ana,; and with 
wonderful Cunning, made his Way into it ; where ha- 
ving well encouraged the Defendants, he ſallied our fo 
furiouſly, that Servil5anus was glad to retire to a Place 
of Advantage.

ed from the Year 1521 till 1557. in the Territory of 
Belzs, two Leagues from Lzsbon, and in the Lands of 


Pettr Machado Carregueyro, in turning up certain old 
Ruins, was found a Stone Cheſt with this Inſcription ; 
Hic Facet Viriatus Luſitanus Dux. In it was found a 
Sword, on which certain Characters were Engrayen : 
The Prince and many other perſons of Note faw it," and 
Machado offering to fell the Sword, thev would give no- 
; thing for it, ſo he gave it to a Friend of his of the Ifland 
Madera, and by that means it was loſt. "The Cheſt was 
broke in pieces, and no part of it remains.

daluzia, where he gave himſelf up to the Care of his 
Phyſician, Anr/ouy Muſa ; who effecting a great Cure

With which that generous 
Prince was fo taken, that he proved much better than 
his Word; for he not only pardoned him, and gave

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the time of Nero, Silvins Otho Governed Portugal, 
the Emperor conferred that Honour upon him, rhe 
more freely in his abſence to enjoy his Wife Popea, 
whoſe inconrtinency gave occafion for him to Fit in 
love with her Beauty. Ten Years did Otho Govern 
this Province, with fo great Equity and Moderation, 


that he obliged the People afterwards to atlift him to- 


wards obtaining the Empire. A great number of Mar- 
tyrs ſuffered under this cruel Emperor, as well in Spain, 
as 1n other parts: Next to Nero, Galba ded the 
Imperial Throne, rather for the hatred all Men bore 
his Predeeeſor, than for any Merit of his oven. Otho | 
then Governor of Luſitania, in Revenge of the wrong 
done him in the Perſon of his Wite Popea, atiiſted him : 
Nevertheleſs, once poflefled of the Government, he 
grew as odious as he had been betore defirable, -and 
therefore having held it but Eight Months was Mur- | 
thered. His Death opened the way for Otho, who 
had won the hearts of all Men, with much Bounty 
and Clemency, to aim at the Crown. Ocho, to gratihe 
the Aﬀections of the Luſitanians, granted great Privi- 
ledges ro many Towns, but particularly ro Merida, 
then the Metropolis of the Province ; only - three * 
Months laſted the Sovereignty of Ocho, for underſtand. 
ing that Vize/lius with the German Army, by which he 
was faluted Emperor, was marching againſt him, he 
in deſpair Slew himſelt ; nor did V:tellius hold it above 
Eight Months. 

5. Veſpaſian ſucceeded Vitellius, and by his Prudence 
and Moderation, cheared the hearts of all his People: 
Luſitania was particularly favoured by him, for he a- 
dorned it-with noble Works; one of them was the great 
Road he made from Braga to Oren/e the ſpace of F if- 
teen Leagues, which breaking through many rough and 
uncooth places, runs ſo ſmoorh, there is not rhe lealt 
Aſcent or Deſcent in it. Near to the Town of Chaves 
(of him called Aque- Flavie ) he built a Bridge over the 


| River Tamaga, with a large Inſcription on 1t : Veſpaſi- 


an died, having Reigned Nine Years and' a half, and 
left the Empire to his two Sons, Titus the Good, and 
Domitian the Wicked. During their ſway, Luſitania 
was divided into three Diſtricts, whoſe heads were 
M-rida, Bzja and Santarem.

tara, Braga and Santarem, beſides others thar had the 
Liberties of Rome or Latium, under the Name of Mu- 
nicipia.

Duero, and rhence to the River Mz:nho : Towards the 
inland, it ran from Guadiana to Medina del Campo, in- 
cluding the City Salamanca with all Eftremadura, bor- 
dered by the River Duero. Nerva, the ſucceeding Empe- 
ror, much mended the ſtate of Rome and the whole Em- 
pire, but chiefly by adopting Tray an the Spanzard, ſo 
that ſtill a better Emperor followed a good one. Portu- 
ga! retains no Monument of Nerva ; only it appears by 
aStone found in the Ruins of 4r:i1ia, which was between 
Genoa and Tortona, that ſeveral Troops of Lufſuanians 
{zrved under the Imperial Banners. 

6. Tho? Trqjan began his Reign with great mode- 
ration, yet as is uſual in great Empires, many places 
Rebelled, which were afterwards ſubdued by his Ge- 
nerals. He adorned this Kingdom with many Publick 
and Majeſtick Structures, not laying the Burden of 
the Expence upon the People, bur detraying it out of 
his own Revenue; among tneſe Works 1s ſtill tzmous 
the Bridge he Built over Tus, called rhe Bridge of Tra- 
jan, till the Moores gave it the Name of the Bridge of 
Alcantara. It conliſts of {1x Arches, the two middlemoit 
whereof being the largeſt reach over the River, when 
there are no Floods: "The length of .it 1s 670 Foot, the 
Breadth 28, and the height above 200; the Stones 
are all of one Bigneſs, four Foot in length, and two in 
Breadth. Berween the two middle Arches on both fades, 
is an Inſcription in Marble,to this Etftect : *To the Em-

Civil Magiſtrate. By theſe he was Proclufmed Wilks of 
Spain, and Crowned at Narbonne with a rich Crown, 
offered by the Holy King Recaredas at the ſhrine of Sr. 
Felix Martyr of Gironne.. Hilpericus the firit Rebel, and 
all Gallia Norbonenſisjoned with the others; the fame did 
Catalonia and Navarre, Paul \trengthned with the ac- 
ceihon of ſo many Provinces, had the boldneis ro fend 
a Challange 1n molt infolenrt Terms to King Mime. 
He ar that time was in War with the People of Navar- 
re and Biſcay, and having cauſed the Challenge to be 
Read in an Aflembly of hischiet Commanders,tho? moſ? 
of them adviſed to the contrary, he reſolved to march 
with ſpeed againſt the rebellious Enemy ; none hefata- 
red to follow the reſolute Prince. "They entred Na- 
varre, Which they entirely ſubdued 1n ſeven days, and 
being come into Catalonia, the King divided his victo- 
rious Army into three parts; one took the way of Per- 

iznan, another that of Auſcrania, and the third kepr a- 
= the Sea Coaſt. The King himſelf ſtayed behind 
with certain choice bands to be ready to repair to the 
place where moſt Danger was. He took. Bargg/ona by 
Force, and was peaccably received into Gironne,tor the 
Tyrant believing that Yamba would not have the Cou- 
rage to come to meet him, and that he thauld ſoon be 
there himſelf, had fenttoorder Amador the Biſhop, Thar 
he ſhould acknowledge as his Prince the hrit thar came 
to the Wills. M/amba being the fhrit, the Prelate did

This 
action ſomewhat appeaſeth z/amba, who Pardoned 
him and promiſed to moderate his anger towards the 
reſt. He entred the City in Triumph, where Paul was 
brought Prifoner and fell down proſtrate betore him, 
25 others did ; their lives were granted, but: they were 
committed to cuſtody till it were refolved what puniſh- 
ment to inflict upon them ; all rhe French were a free, 
and the City ordered ro be repaired. It was voted, 
that Pau! and his Affociares ſhould have their Eyes put 
out, their lives being before granted them, but MWambe 
was content they ſhould only remain perpetual Pri- 
ſoners.

Ir is thought that one Count Ervigi- 
us a Grecian, baniſhed by the Emperor of Conſtantino- 
pie, was the cauſe of their coming ; he aſpiring to the - 
Crown, thought that the Gorks thus invaded, would 
ealily have fubmitted rhemſelves to him, becauſe he 
had married a Niece of King Rece/inu4us, andthat Wam- 
ba was then very Aged. Failing of his delign, he gave 
HWamba a ſort of Poiſon that diſturbed his Brain, and 
at the fame time prevailed with him to appoint him 
his Succeflor. Beſides theſe his Contrivances, Wam- 
ba delirous of himſelf to lay down the burden of a Crown 
to him grown unfupportable, voluntarily quited the 
regal Authority, and took the habit of a Monk in the 
Monaſtery of Pamplicga, betwixt Burgos and Valladolid, 
on the Banks of rhe River Piſuerga, where he appro- 
v:d himſelf as good a Religious Man, as he had been a 
King. Eight or more Years he Reigned, and lived Se- 
ren 1n the Monaſtery ; 1t is not known that he had any 
Children, nor ſo much as a Wite, he was Buried at 
Pamplieya. King Ferdinand the Saint, deſigned to 
Tranſlate him ro Toledo, and his Son D. Alonſo the 
Wiſe, put it in Execution. There are rwo Tombs now 
in the Chappel of St. Leocadia, in the Cathedral of that 
City, one fuppoled to be.//amba's, and the other of 
King Recefiundus.

Peter 
Earl of Traftamara, was ſtirred up by the King of Ca- 
ſtile to kill him, as he lay at the Siege of Torres Ved; 45. 
The Count communicated this Afﬀaar to [). Peter de Ca- 
ftro, Fohn Dnque Governour of Torres Vearas, Toba A- 
lonſo de Baeza, Garcia Gonzales de Valacz, and leveral o- 


thers, of whom only 3 Men were apprehended,and one of 


them burnt. In Revenge whereof John Digne {nt out 
{ix Portugueſe he had in Torres Vedras, with their Hands 
and Noſes cut off. The Protector raiſed the Siege of 7:7 - 
res Veadras, in order to go to Cormbra, to meet the Corres 
or Parliament he had cauſed to be thither Aﬀſegibled, and 
moſt of the Inhabitants about Torres Yearas went away 
with him. In his way, Leyri4retuſed ro admit him; but 
he was well received at /Aonte-mayer, and Cairmbryz, In 
this City, ſome were for proclaiming the ProteGtor King, 
and others for the Princes, Jon a Denzs, lawtul Sons 
ro King Peter ; but all agreed the preſenc Protector 
ſhould coatinue as long as Prince John ſhould be Prifo- 
ner; and in caſe neither he nor his Brother could come 
to Portygal,then the Protector was ta be received as King. 
Dr.Fobn de Reeias.a famousCivitan,made two Harangues 
n behalf of the Protector, caiting ſcandalous Reflections 
upon Queen £ /t{eor,to incapacitate her Daughter. Queen 
Zeatrix, from ſucceeding in the Throne ; th@ fams# he 
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did on the Lady Agnes ae Caſtro, Wife to king Perer, 


with an intent to exclude her Sons, the Princes Job», and 
Denis, Some little Oppoſition was made at firlt, by 1:- 
veral of the Nobility ; but at length they all conſenred 
the Protector ſhould be proclauned King ; the fo much 
celebrated Nanho Alvarez Pereyra,having offered to Mur- 
cer Martin Vaſquez, chiet of the adverie Party, only b<- 
ute he Food up tor the lawtul Hers. | 
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2. The ProteQtor' with a counterfeit Modeſty feemed 
to excuſe himſelf from accepting of their Offers, but 
it was only to heighten their Zeal ; and fo on the 6th, of 
April he complyed with them. He ummediately ſhewed 
oreat Favour towards the Cities of Lz5hon and Porto, far 
having ſo conſtantly adhered ro him. Thus it appears 
how little hopes of Salvation there can be lefr for Law- 
yers, who by falſe Incerpretations invert Juſtice, as it 
appears in the caſe of rhis John de Reglas before-men- 
cioned, who (ſandered the Queens, Beatrix and Ellenor, 
and the Princeſs Agnes e Caſtro, and excluded the Law- 
ful Heirs, the Princes John and Denzs, only for his own 
private [ntereſt,in promoting the Baſtard Protector,who 
could have no Title to the Crown. I think it were bet- 
ter to breed up Children Thieves than Lawyers, for the 
former will art leaft Repent at the Gallows, but the latter 
are never permitted by Worldly Intereſt ro Repent.

Marching in- 
to the Field, he muſtered 6000 Men, a ſmall number, 
but reſolute and unanimous; and Nanho Alvarez Pereyra, 
now made Conſtable of Portugal, was ordered to Sea 
with a Squadron from Porto, to engage the Caſtihan Fleet 
bcfore Zhou, Milling of that Enemy, he failed back 
to the Province betwixt the Rivers Dzero and 1Minho, to 
recover part of that Country, then holding for Caſtle, 
Here he took Neyva and Ponte de Lima by force; Villa

3. The new-made King went from Coimbra to Porto, 
where he was received with great Joy. Here he conſul- 
red with 4/o»/0 Lorenzo de Carvallo, a Man then Powers 
ful at Guimaraens, about betraying that Place ro him, 
whych wgs accordingly performed. The Caſtle held out 
t-me time, bur there being no hopes of Rehet, ar lat, 
it ſurrendred. The City Braga mutinying, drove their 
Governour into the Caſtle, and ſending to the new King, 
offered to receive him. He ordered Nu»ho Alvarez the 
Conſtable, to take Poſſeſſion of the City, and force the 
Caſtle, which was accordingly performed. The ſame 
happened at Ponte ae Lima, The King of Ca/tile, now

They plundered .all the Territory of 
Trancoſo, and the Ciry of Yiſezs; but as they returned 
laden with a Rich Booty, they were charged by a Por- 
tugueſe Body, much inferiour to them in Nymber, yet 
with ſuch Reſolution, that of all the Caſtirans, only 
200 eſcaped, not one Porrugaeſe being loft in the Aion 
(if Credit may be given to ſuch a Relation, afrer affirm- 
ing the Fight was obſtinately maintained, | 
while, the Fleet of Ca/t:/e, tonfifting of Forty Shif$ , 
Ten. Galeons, ſome Galleys, Twelve Barks and other 
ſmall Veſſels, rode in the Harbour of Zn.

King Aloyfo ſent him a chal- 
lenge, and he refuſed any fingle Combar, for which he 
was again, ſeverely reproved by his Wife E/zabeth ſhe 
being ktrer to have been Ferdinand, than he was to'by 
Elizabeth. Wn January the Prince of Portwgalcame'to 
Toro, with ſome Troops, and was there received wit 
great joy, .except by the Duke of Arevalo, and Marquis 
_ de Villena, who began to inclimeto King Ferdinand, King 
Alonfo however refolved to put all to the iflae of a Battle, 
tho the Archbiſhop of Toledo, of all the Caſtilian Nobi- 
lity that invited him, was the only Perſon that ſtood now 
by him.

River Savage, mn 05 42 of 
North Latitude, and diſcovered the iſlands of Cave Verde, 
Buenawviſia, Santiago, and S. Pizlip. Vincent de Lagos, 
and Lewis Cadamnſto, a Genoeſe, found the Iſlands Zer- 
ceras, being Eleven in number. The I{lands of S. 750- 
m4 and Principe, the Kingdom of Ben, as far as Cape 
Catherine, and Sierra Leona, were alſo diſcovered. John 
ac Santarem, and John de Eſcobar, tound the Couurry 


called Mina, Ferdinand Po, that which bears his Name. 
The Iflands Azores were now &rit known, fo called 


from the many Hawks ſeen there, and are Nine in num- 
ber, lying due Weſt of the Rock of $:»tra. In one of 
theſe, on the top of a Mountain, called De! Cerveo, or 
of the Crow, was found a Statue of a Man on Horſe- 
back, his Head bare, his Left Hand on the Horſe's Main, 
the Right pointing to the Weſt : Ir ſtood upon a ſtone 
Pedeital, which, rogether with the whole Statue, was all 
of one n7iece, and under it were certain Characters cut 
in the Rock, but could never be underſtood.

Second, King of Portug 
Great, He was bap in the Cathedral, with the 
teſt pomp and ſolemnity, that had till then been ſeen. 


his Prince was educated and inftructed in all Arts, that 
can accompliſh a Perſon of that Charatter. This, and 


his perſonal Worth, moved King Hemxry the 4th. of Ca- 
flile, to propoſe a Match between him and his only 
Daughter, the Lady Foame. However the King his Fa- 
ther, gave him to Wife, the Lily Ellezor of Lancaſter, 
eldeſt Daughter to his Brother Ferdinand ; having ob- 
tained the Pope's Diſpenſation for it , and they were ac- 
cordingly married on the 22th. of Jan«ary. 1470. Soon 
after his Marriage, the King preparing for his Voyage 
into AFick, the Prince fern and*obtained leaveof him, 


to bear him company, where he. behaved himſelf with 


ſuch bravery, that his Father Knighted him in the Ade/- 
que of Arzi/a, then converted into a Chrittian Church, 
on the 24th. of Avez/t, 1473. Alonſo the Prince's only 
Son being born on the 18th. of Afay, at tuch time as King 
Alonfo, was marching into Caſtile, ro marry the Lady 
Joanna, rightful Heireſsof that Crown ; he ordained, thac 
in Cafe he had Iflue by her, and his Sor, ſhould die betore 
him, then his Grand-Son ſhould be tworn his Heir, whic!; 
was done, and Prince Jo-» was letrto govern the king- 
dom. How he marched with Forces to the atitance ot 
his Father, then at Toro in Caſ/zi/e ; and how he behaved 
himſelf in the Battle berween thar Place, and Zamor.z, 
has been ſaidn the Lite of that King. Upon his return 
into Portugal , he recovered Alegrete, taken by the Caſte 
1495, Having been, as was ſaid in the laſt Chapter, pro- 
claimed King 1n his Father's life time, and by his order; 
'ipon his return out of France. he rettored to him the 
} 3 
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Regal Authority, by the advice of the Duke of Z-;- 
24#ga, and yet he thought to have put. that greatMan to 
Death afterwards upon that fame Account. | 

2, King Alonſo having revived the War with Caſtile, 
Lope Vaz de Caftet Branco, {ized the Town of ours, 
and called himſelf Earf thereof. The Prince reſenting 
this Infolence, ſent Six. Men, who. being ume a 
his company, (l:whim as he was Hunting; which done, 
the Prince tecured the Town, 'and gave it to the Prin- 
cels Beatrix, his Mother-in-Law, to whom it propefty 
appertained. The King lying on his Death Bed at $;x- 
tra, the Prince hafted thither to fee him, and tus Father 
dying on the Three and rwentieth of Augs/t, he was the 
ſecond rime proclaimed King the laft Nay of that Month. 
Nanho Pereyra immediately upon the New King's A- 
ceſfion to the Crown, preſented him with a Note he had 
given him uader his Hand, in his Minoruy, promiſing to 


make him an Earl whenſoever he aſcanded the Throne. 
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The King conſidering he had obtained that Note ig his In- 
fancy, when he had not judgment to know on whom he 
ought ro be{tow Honotfrs, tore it, telling him, 1t was a, 
ſufhcient Favour he did not puniſh him for having uſed 
tiniftec 17,2275 to obtain it. He had reſolved to build a 
Fown and Fort on the Coalſt of  Africk, called Mina ; 
ro thi: purpoſe he fitred out a Fleer, commanded by 


\ Fires de Azambaa, who had with him 500 fighting 


Men, and !o0 Mafens, with ail materials for the Work, 
io fitted, that at their landing there was nothing todo, 
bur ro pur them together. Azambaya landing, cauſed 
Nats to bz faid on the Shoar under a Tree, whither the 
King call-d Car2manſa, came to him, with a great Re- 


-tifhue, and was converted. Fhe Fort was built, and cal- 


led S. Gore which done, Azambaja tent home his Ca- 
raves with 3 great quantity of Gold.

His Brother Aquitimzo thought to ſurprize him, 
but tailed ; for his great Army was gyerthrown by a 
handful of Portzgneſe and Blacks chaBfollowed Alonſo, 
Many of the Prifoners declared they were overthrown 
by a glittering Army, led by a Commander that carryed 
a white Crots. Ano being fecured in his Throne, be- 
came the Apoſtle of that People, in which good Work 
molt of his Succeſlors have followed his Example: - 

2. In the Month of arch, Chriftopher Columbus, 
after diſcovering the Iſlands of America, entred the Port 
of Lisbon, to Revenge himſelf, by ſhewing what he 
had found, to King John, who had before rejected him 
when. he came to offer his Service, and whom he thought 
it would now grieve to ſee what he had loft.

None that deſerved well, pailcd unrewarded, for he car- 
ryed about him a Table-Book, in which were the Names 
apd Services of all thoſe that mericed of him, All 
Mcn had acceſs ro him, rheir Buiineſs was heard and 
anſwered, Truth was to much admired by him, that 


he made D. 7:52 7 Meneſcs his Lord Steward, only be- 
cauſe he ſaid, He always ſpoke the Truth, ity it were 
diſpleaſi.ig to him, As tor Learning, he underſtood Fiii- 
lotophy, was skilled in Mathematicks, well verte] mm 
Hiſtory , and a great admirer of Poetry, Tho ms 
Countenance repreſented much of Gravity, and lits Car- 
riage had much of Majetty, yet at tunes he was pieaia'ng 
and tacetious. To conciude, his Government was !n- 
teriour to none or the beit Kings that 'precerizu him, 
and may be a Pattern to all choſe tht come after him. 
Scarce any excelled him in all forts of Verrues, and toi 
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his Zeal to Religion, he was tHe firſt that propagated it 
in the Torrid Zone. In ſhort, he was a Father of his 
People, Bountitul, Juſt, Merciful, Generous, Brave, a 
lover of Truth, and ſure rewarder of Merit.

E.mprels Elizabeth, Daughter of King Emarxel of Pos- 
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tngal, was born at Valladolid on the 23th. of March 1527. 
akker the loſs of King Sebaſtian in Africk, he ſent Don 
Chriſtopher de Meura to condole with the New King, 
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and Cardinal Heyry, offering his affiſtance in. reeftabliſh- 
ing the Kingdom in its forrner Splendor, and.Money for 
the redemprion of Captives. The Firſt he ranſomed, 
was the Duke of Barcel/os, Son ro him of Brazanga, 
and with him ſeveral Gentlemen. King Henry dying, 
and the Kingdom being in a Confuſion, for thar the Go- 
vernours feared to declare who was the next Heir, apd 
the Multitude began ro declare for Artony the Grand 
' Prior ; King Phibip came to Badajoz, hoping his ap- 
proach would induce the Porrmgweſe to declare for him ; 
but being deceived of his Expettation, he ſent the Duke 
of Alva who reduced all the Country with much eaſe, 
as we have ſeen in the foregoing Chapter. At the time 
the King intended to enter the Kingdom in Perſon, he 
fcil ſo dangerouſly Sick that he was given over. He ſud- 
denly recovered , and An his Queen who was with 
him died. Being reſtored ro his Health, he was received 
at Elvas, D. Chriſtopher de Moura, and Nunkbo Alvarez, He enters 
Pereyra, attending upon him as Minifters of State for Portugal.

His Ations were ſo narrowly looked into 
by the Count Duke's Order, that if he had nor been fo 
entirely you up to his Eaſe and Pleaſure, he muſt of 
neceflity have been diſcovered ; and if once diſcovered, 
his Repole and Fortune: had both been ſacrificed. The 
Court of Spain would never have put ſuch Power into 
his hands, and ſuffered him to live in the midſt of his 
Country. Nature made him more Politick than Art 
could have done. His Birth, Eftate, and Right to the 
Crown, wgre no Crimes, but his being Formidable, was 
Crime enough, according to the Laws of true Policy. 
He was not 1gnorant of it, and found there was no way 
to wipe off that Guilt, but by rendring himſelf lefs to 
be feared, and appearing wholly devoted to his Pleaſure. 
Nothing was to - ſeen at Villavicio/a, the ordinary Re- 
fidence of the Dukes of Zraganga, but Hunting, Feaſt- 
ng, and ſuch-like Country Diwertiſements, as it Nature 
and Fortune had confpired to qualifte him for thoſe 
Times. In ſhort, ſuch. was his.courſe of Life, as gave 
not the Spaniards the leaft Umbrage of his aſpiring to - 
the Crown, and yet it furniſhed the Portzgae/e with 
aflured hopes of a wiſe and mild Government, it they 
themſelves would attempt to Enthrone im.

was pleaſing enough to the Duke, yet nevertheleſs keep- 
ing himſelf within-the Boundsof his Natural Timidiry, 
he anſwered fo as they might not have cauſe to deſpair 
of him, nor to hope much more than they did before ; 
telling them, He was ſenſible of rhe deplorable Condt- 
tion of the Kingdom, and of his own Danger ; that he 
commended their Zeal for their Country, and was be- 
holding to them for their good Wiſhes towards him ; 
but that it was not as yet rime to think of applying ſuch 
volent Remedies, which might prove of Fatal Conſe- 
quence. To this dubious Anſwer,he added ſuch Car-fles 
and particular Thanks, that they could no longer d »ube 
but that their Propoſals were acceptable, -and yer they 
found he would make no advances till the Succefs of their 
Enterprize was paſt all danger.

To her he revealed the whole Conſpiracy, the Parties 
concerned, their Zeal in carrying it on, and all that had 
happened to him at Zz5box, and at Almada-in the Con- 
terence. He told her how much the Nobility were of- 
tended at the Expedition againlt Catalonia. That never- 
theleis, the greatnets of the Danger diſcouraged him, as 
did the fear that the Great Ones, out of Envy, would

Bur thoſe Dutch thar he ſent away, pafiing by 
thar Iſland, and giving an account of their i] ſaccelſs, 
their Country Men there, went away with them, lea- 
ving behind (heir Artillery, and moſt of rheir Ammuni 
tion, which the Portugueſe Inhabiranrs ſoon made rhem- 
ſelves Maſters of. Nor content wirh this, Salvador Cor- 
rea fent all along thar Coatt, ro all places where rhe 

Dutch had factories, and in rwo Months, wholly clear- 
ed the Country of them. Being now rid of the Durch, 
Salvador Correa, reſolved to rake Revenge of 
Ginga, the King of Congo, and their Confederates, who 
had affiſted rhem. He gave the Charge of this Expedi- 
tion to Bartholomew de Vaſconcellos, with whom joyned 
the King of Dongo, and the Faga of Ambaca, who had 
always been faithful ro the Poreugueſes. Vaſconcelos , 
ſoon reduced rhe King of Congo, and other leffer 
Princes ; the Ifland of Loando, being taken from the 
former, and new Tributes impoſed on him, as a Puniſh- 
menr of his Intideliry. Queen Ginga fied 300 Leagues 
up che Country. This Queen was Daughter to a King 
of Angola, who was beheaded by the Porrugueſes, in re- 
venge whereof, the gathered all rhe Youth ſhe could, 
killing the old People and Children wherever ſhe came, 
and continued a ſavage Life in the Mountains with rhefe 
Robbers, always watching. all Opportunities of doing 
tar to the Portugue/er. og at lengrh being driven 
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up the Country, ſhe ſent an Ambaſſador, and concluded 
Peace with Salvador Correa, who ſo well ſerrled rhar 
Kingdom, that ir continues ever ſince under the Domi- 
nion of Portugal. | |

End whereof finding {themſelves toa, weak to carry it, 
they deparred. 'Before D. Bras de Caſtro was depoſed 
from rhe government of Ind:a, he ſenr Antony de Souſa to 
ſucceed Francs de Mello in the Government of Cezlon, 
with Six Galliors and Two pinks laden wirh proviſions 
and other neceffaries.

Twelve Dutch Men of War 
arrived ar Ce:/on from Batavia, Six of them lay oe 
the Barr of Co/umboe, the other Six made their way ro C 
latire, where Landing their men they layed Seige to ir, 
and rhewplace being very il! provided, afrerthe Garriſon 
had endured the urmoſt Extremiries it was at laft, furren- 
dred upon honourable Termes. Gaſpar Figueyra de Serps 
not knowing that Calature was loft, advanced with 509 
Portugueſes to endeavour to put ſome ſuccour into ir, but 
being attacked by 1600 Dutch, was totally roured. and 
many of his men killed. The Holanders pan ny 
Vidtory came and fare down before Columbo, raiſed Four 
bagteries, and playing continually with 12 peices of hex 
vy Canon, ruined not only rhe hþufes but the works of 
the Town, and gave a furious affault ro rhe Forr Sans 
Cruz, yet withont ſuccefs for they were repulſed with 
confiderable Lois. Wt the fame time ſeverall other ar- 
tacks were carryed on with great obſtinacy, inſomuch 
thar at laft the Dmech broke intro, the Ciry, where v 
found no lets oppoſition, than without, moſt of rhem that 
enrred being either killed or wounded. Ar length they 
were repulied in all parts with the loſs of near rtcoofÞ 
men.

This ſudden change for ſome time withheld 
Alphonſo, always beſer with the grear men of the King- 
dom, from the mean company he before 100k delight in, 
Bur Conti fearing leaſt if he took ro a folid deporrmenr, 
his favour would ſoon decline, never ceaſed till he drew 
him back from thoſe grave formalities, ro the practice 
of his former violent and extravagant Exerciies.

The Þrfante 
finding his project defeated, ro avoid all Suſpition, res 
tired ro his Country-Houſe art Que/s. Whilſt he was 
there almoſt in deſpair for the great diſappointment he 
had received, a ooery was made, or pretended to 
be made, for the certainty of it could never appear, that 
the Count had hired People to poiſon him. .
